“The phrase ‘open door’ is of limited 
application, and has been used only 
with reference to the possessions of Eu- 
ropean powers on the east coast of 
Asia. Originating in the treaty or 
‘open’ ports of China and Japan, the 
words have been extended to cover 
ports which China has leased or sur- 
rendered to foreign powers. 

“The phrase means that in such ports 
the alien government has, in fact, im- 
posed no discriminations in tariff or 
navigation charges against imports. or 
but has 
treated them on the same plane as its 
own imports and its own vessels. In 
other words, foreign .powers holding 
Chinese ports by seizure or treaty have 
merely announced that they will keep 
open such ports in the same manner 
that China has opened certain free 
ports, to. the commerce of nations, 
without discrimination or favor. The 
‘open door’ policy has been particularly 
obligatory,- as the reverse policy would 
be in direct hostility to the purpose of 
civilized nations, steadily pursued for 
years and concurred in by China, of 
opening the Asiatic trade to commerce. 

“The phrase ‘open door’ has no pertl- 
nence to the Western Hemisphere and 
no relevancy to the West Indies. The 
matter has been completely misunder- 
stood by foreign newspapers, giving 
the phrase an application to this con- 
tinent. The United States restricts 
trade between American ports to Amer- 
ican vessels, precisely as the Domin- 
ion of Canada restricts trade to British 
vessels between Canadian ports. Un- 
der the British law, any nation which 
elects to allow British vessels to en- 
gage in its coasting trade can obtain 
the privilege of entering the coasting 
trade of Canada. The United States 
has never availed itself of this oppor- 
tunity, holding that the privilege to 
be granted is very much more valua- 
ble than the privilege to be obtained. 

“The restriction of trade between the 
United States and Porto Rico to Amer- 
ican vessels is based on the - policy 
which the United States has always 
followed under al! administrations, a 
fact overlooked by the European press. 
There seems to be no disposition here 
to change this policy in this -sphere, 
from the mere fact that by the pos- 
session of the Philippines the United 
States must determine whether it will 
follow the ‘open door’ policy of other 
nations with possessions by seizure or 
concession on the east coast of Asia. 
Commercially, the restriction of the 
trade between the Unted States and 
Porto Rico is of relatively little mo- 
ment, as the direct commerce is very 
small, and is absorbed by American 
and Canadian vessels. The value of 
Porto Rico is as a fulcrum for the devel- 
opment of American commerce in the 
West Indies.” 


POISONED HER HUBBY. 


Young and Pretty Mme. Bianchini 
Taken into Custody.

PARIS, Nov. 27.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Mme. Bianchini was arrested to- 
day on the charge of attempting to 
poison her husband, Charles Bianchini, 
the famous and popular scenic artist. 

About six months ago he was at- 
tacked suddenly by a mysterious mal- 
ady, which the physicians diagnosed 
differently. One of them declared his 
belief. that the symptoms were those of 
atropine poisoning, and thereupon Bi- 
anchini’s friends, M. Carre and Gaith- 
ard, directors of the Grand Opera, took 
it upon themselves to carry him to a 
distant village, away from his wife. 
Then he recovered rapidly. 

The story spread, and Mme. Bianchini 
was compelied to take some attention. 
This led to her arrest, the police find- 
ing bottles of atropine in her house. 
She is young and pretty, and treats the 
case quite flippantly. A divoce suit

While the storm was heaviest in une” 
southwestern part of New England, 
the whole district was affected, and 
experienced a snowfall of from eight to 
twenty-four inches, As the center of 
the disturbance moved down the Maine 
coast, that section and the provinces 
will probably receivea similar taste of 
winter weather tonight. 

Fortunately the storm was heralded 
sufficiently in advance by the Weather 
Bureau ta detain most of the coast 
shipping in safe harbors, but the warn- 
ing was entirely unheeded and ignored 
by those on shore, with the result that 
nearly all, especially the railroads and 
electric companies, were caught nap- 
ping and suffered accordingly. There 
was not a railroad in New Engihand 
that was not more or less tied up by 
the heavy fall of snow and the great 
drifts, and the roads running along the 
coast, like the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford, and the Boston and 
*Maine, had the added difficulty of fre- 
quent washouts in places exposed to 
the heavy seas. 

Trains north, east, south and ani 
were nearly all stalled early in the 
night, although one train from Bangor — 
reached Lynn this noon. No Chicago 
trains came into the city this evening. 

In cities and towns dependent upon 
electric cars, service was even worse, 
for the damp snow packed hard on the 
rails and held up even the heavy snow- 
plows. The service in this city was 
probably the best of any of the sur- 
rounding community, yet even here 
there was no attempt to run more than 
a dozen cars on Washington street and 
one or two others of the main thar- 
oughfares.

Only the barest reports were re« 
ceived up to 6 o’clock tonight of the ef- 
fects of the storm on the coast, but 
even those few lines gave rise ta the 
gravest fears as to the safety of what 
hittle shipping that may have been off 
Cape Cod last night or today. It will 
probably be two or three days before 
a complete record of the — can 
be made. 

All points south of this dis and east 
of Providence were isolated last even- 
ing, New Bedford being lost to the outs 
side world befare 8 e’chock, and New- 
port and Fall River disappearing inte 
the night not long after. Farther to 
the west, at Providence and in other 
parts of Rnode Island, communication 
was intermittent and subject to great 
delay. Night trains over the Shore 
line to New York reached Providence

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fand it was morning before either of the 
two regular trains reached New Lon- 
don. Here they were stalled nearly all 
day by freight wrecks on the raad be- 
tween that point and New Haven. The 
trains from New York met a similar 
experience west of Saybrook, and after 
some hours of telegraphiing they man- 
aged to reach New London and started, 
late in the afternaon, for Providence. 

At noon today the regular New York 
express from Chicago left Springfield 
for this city, followed a short time later 
by the morning express from the West 
end, barring a. slight delay from 
wreck at East Brookfield, came through 
to this city all right. 

During the gaie last night and this 
morning thirty barges and schooners 
lying in the harbor were wrecked and 
sunk, and at least twelve lives. were 
lost. The Wilson liner Ohio is ashare 
on Spectacle Island in the bay. No 
serious damage is reported. 

VESSELS DRIVEN ASHORE. | 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT, ] 
BOSTON, Nov. 28.—A dozen or more 


coasting vessels were driven ashore in 


Boston Harbor during the blizzard of 
last night and this morning. Schoon- 
ers and coal barges, with two anchors 
out and every reason to expecta safe 
weathering of the gale, were dragged 
from their moorings and hurled against 
pier heads, dashed on islands and rocks, 
or sunk outright. The schooners and 
barges anchored in the lower bay bore 
the brunt of the storm. 

Anchored at quarantine was the 
Wilson liner, Ohio, a great four-masted 
cargo boat just in from Hull, Eng. She 
had only a small cargo on board, and 
her sides being high out of the water, 
offered a large surface to the wind. 
The swift tide prevented the vessel 
from pointing her nose into the wind, 
and after a fierce battle for hours, her 
cables gradually gave way, and she 
ran upon .the beach of Spectacle 
where she now lies high and 

ry. 

As the tide was very high when the 
Ohio went ashore, the work of hauling 
her off is likely to be difficult. The 
Ohio lies about a mile from the place 
of the Venetian wreck. Ashore not far 
from the Ohio is the schooner C. A. 
White from Baltimore, but she will 
probably float. Just above Spectacle 
Island is Thompson’s Island, and on 
the beach are three coast lumbermen, 
the Watchman, “Fred F. Emerson, 
Seraphine, British, and a vessel  be- 
lieved. to be the Virginia. It is likely 
that they will be hauled off without 
serious damage. The schooners John 
S. Ames and Lizzie Dias are also 
ashore at Fort Warren. 

So far as known there were no lives 
lost from any of the above schooners, 
although it is said two men were 
washed overboard from the Virginia. 
No effort was made this afternoon to 
reach two unknown schooners ashore 
at Moorhead or further up Quincy Bay, 
on the flats off the Atlantic. 

Further out in the bay the casualties 
began With the sinking of at least One, 
if not two, coal barges and the lass of 
the crew from each. The tug Cumber- 
land came in earlier last evening with 
two barges, and one of them, belonging 
Coal Company, 


Hunt's ledge, sunk with all four of her 
crew. Another barge blowing into the 
Staple Caal Company's wharf is re- 
ported to have sunk and her crev’ of 
four men lost.

The loss by the 
storm in and about this city will 
amount to $5,000.

IN THE EMPIRE STATE. . 


 Beveral People Overcome by Cold 


in New York City. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—When the 
people of New York awoke this morn- 
ing they found the blizzard that raged 
when they retired was still in progress, 
The storm, which began with a soft, 
sleet snow, Saturday at noon, increased 
as the day wore on, with a heavier 
snowfall, the wind blowing a gale at 
midnight. There was a slight abate- 
ment of the wind this morning, but 
the snow still fell and drifted badly, 
and the temperature dropped rapidly. 

It looked this morning as though the 
blizzard would. continue all day, but 
at 10 o'clock there was breaking- 
away in the west, and finally the 
storm ceased altogether and the se- 
verest blizzard since the memorable 
one of March, 1888; came to an end. 
The wind blew at the rate of sixty 
miles an hour during the height of the 
storm. Snow fell throughout New 
York State. The fall in New York City, 
the Weather Bureau reports, was about 
10 inches; Philadelphia, 9 inches: Bos- 
ton, 6 inches; Portland, Me., 4 inches; 
Albany, little over an inch. The low- 
est temperatures reported were: New 
York City, 25; Albany, 18. 

With the brighteneing of the skies 
in this city this morning, came.an in- 
crease in the velocity of the wind and 
the loose dry snow was sent swirling 
and eddying everywhere. Nearly a 
foot of snow had fallen, but in places 
it had drifted to four or five feet. The 
peculiarity of the storm was the en- 
crusting of nearly every window and 
the sides of buildings, and when the 
storm cleared away, the great city was 
transformed into a spectacte of glis- 
tening white of. surprising beauty. 
Broadway and the gréat thoroughfares 
of the city presented a fantastic ap- 
pearance. In the greatest artery of 
business activity of the country there 
were drifts on the sidewalks through 
which the early morning wayfarer 
plowed to-his waist. On some of the 
streets great drifts: formed barriers 
across them and'in many instances 
filled up the trenches that had “been 
dug by the street railways for the 
transforming of the motive power from 
cable to electricity. 

As soon as there were signs of abate- 
ment in the fall of the snow, the street- 
cleaning department went to work, but 


or 


little progress was made. Suburban 
traffic was blocked for. several hours’ in 
the morning, and after that trains ran 
at long intervals...All trains were de- 
layed. Some that were due in the early 
morning hours had not been heard from 
at night. The superintendent of mails 
in the general postoffice reported the 
train due from Boston at 6 a.m. had 
not been heard from nor had. the mails 
been received up to 9 o'clock tonight. 
The in-coming matis from other parts, 
he said, were from two hours to an 
unknown number of hours behind time. 
Few trains due at the Grand Central 
Station today arrived on time. 

The terrific blow of Saturday night 
did much damage to the small ship- 
ping in New York Harbor. It is re- 
yoerted tonight that several tugboats 
longing to the Kingston Towing 
‘ompany, together with a large num- 
ber of canal boats, were sunk up the 
river by the force of the gale. The 
shores of the Hudson are littered with 
wreckage. An order was sent out 
from police headquarters to the va- 
rious precinct commanders to have 
arrested all persons found alone in a 
condition that would raise even the 
suspicion of intoxication. - AS a_ re- 
sult, the police courts today were 
crowded with eminently respectable 
looking perséns who were let go with 
& small fine, and an admonition to 
get in out of the snow. Notwith- 
standing this precaution on the part 
‘f the nolice there were a number of 
casualties, including several - deaths 
from exposure. 3 

John Martin 55 vears old, a former 
insurance agent, was found in the 
nark at Fighteenth street and Avenue 
RB, and taken to Bellevue Hospital. 
Both his legs and hands were badly 
frozen. He had lain down on a bench 
to die, he said. He had had nothing 
to eat for several days. 

An unknown woman was found un- 
conscious in a snowdrift at Seventh 
street and Avenue A. She was re- 
moved to the Presbyterian Hospital, 
where her condition was said to be se- 
rious. 

An aged German, Frank Schneider. 
of Dutch Kills, Long Island city. was 
found later Saturday night at Seven- 
tieth street and Second avenue. He 
was lying on a snowbank almost us- 
conscious, and was transferred to the 
Bellevue Hospital. | 

An unknown woman discovered in 
a basement on the Bowery was_re- 


died there from alcoholism and expo- 
sure. | 

A policeman recovered Dennis 
Quinn, a letter-carrier, who had fallen 
helpless in the snow early this morn- 
ing, badly frozen. 

In Jersey City, the body of Rosanna‘ 
Cunningham, 42 years old; was found 
on the sidewalk on Van Vorest street 
early this morning. Her skull was 
fractured. The body was almost cov- 
ered with snow. It is believed she 
received her injuries from a fall. 

At 7 a.m. a= policeman found 
snow in Jersey City. Before he coutd 
be carried into a house he died. 
Schopp had started for a butcher shop 
where he was employed, and his 
death is attributed to exposure and 
exhaustion from his struggle through 
the blinding storm. | 

George Beck, 42 years old, and Wil. 
liam Allen were also found in Jerse# 
City by the police badly frozen: The 
former had been drinking. He was 
unconscious and is likely to die. 

John Bohan, while on a street car, 
became benumbed by the cold at Ave- 
nue B and Third street, and fell from 
the platform of the car. He laid in 
the snow for a considerable time before 
he was finally discovered by a passer- 
by and sent to the Bellevue in an am- 
bulance., 

Julius Hoosberg, a homeless, who 
sought shelter in a barn at Stapleton, 
Staten Island, was found frozen this 
morning and died shortly afterward. 

The storm played havoc with. the 

telegraph wires along the coast of New 
Jersey. The Western Union and other 
Wires in Long Island are nearly all 
down and beyond Jamaica there is 
practically no connection. 
Late tonight the wires were getting 
into good working order, and it is be- 
lieved that by tomorrow there will be 
no overcrowding. 

The large fleet of outward-bound 
vessels which were obliged to anchor in 
the bay yesterday afternoon, owing to 
the prevailing heavy snowstorm, got 
under way this forenoon and early 
this afternoon and proceeded to sea. 

Business at the quarantine boarding 
Station was at a standstill. The only 
vessels to reach port up to 6 p.m. were 
the Mallory liner Comal, from Galves. 
ton. the Leitrim from London, and the 
Old Dominion liner Jamestown. The 
French ‘liner La Touraine from Havre 
anchored outside the bar at 5:50 a.m. 
Among the steamers due are the 
Maasdam from Rotterdam, the Fran- 
cisco from Hull and the Thinkvalla. 


Frank Jones, aged 40 years, was 
found dead on the Tarrytown road 
near White Plains. He had _ been 


blinded and benumbed, and fell in the 
snow to perish. 

It is reported from Irvington-on-the- 
Hudson that a tug was sunk, presuma- 
bly with all on board. About half a 
mile below lies a large canal boat high 
and dry on shore. There was no one on 
it this morning, and it is not known 
if any lives were lost, but it is be- 


jlieved that the captain and family 


caped to another canal! boat. 

The New York Central Railroad suf- 
fered much damage, and wrecking 
trains were at work all day between 
Hastings and Dobbs Ferry. The sea- 
walls were washed so badly that all 
south-bound trains had to take the 


middle tracks, as the officials feared a 
disaster. 


HAVOC IN PENNSYLVANIA, 


Even the Country Milk Trains are 
Blocked in Snow. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov.  27.—The 
blizzard which came out of the west 
reached this city at 11 o'clock yester- 
day morning and raged furiously until 
1 o’clock this morning. As unexpected 
as it was violent, it wrought great 
havoc, not only here, but throughout 
the entire State. In those fourteen 
hours, the snowfall reached a depth of 
nine inches, and the wind a velocity of 
forty-five miles an hour. These figures 
are unprecedented in the November. 
records of the local Weather Bureau, 
and the officials there say that the 
storm in general was the worst since 
the memorable blizzard of 1888. With 
the snow the mercury suddenly dropped 
until well below the freezing point, and 
tonight it is still on its downward 
move. 

In this city traffic of every kind, as 
well as wire communication, was ecrip- 
pled. The suburban lines were brought 
to a complete standstill with the roads 
piled high with drifted snow. The 
country milk trains which tried to get 
into town this mornimz are still snow- 
bound, and no Atlantic City trains got 
away from the city. after 11 o'clock this 
morning. The main line of the Pénn- 


sylvania Railroad was,greatly delayed. 


moved to Hudson-street. Hospital, and} 


throughout 1899. 


Today the weather has been cold and 
clear, and much progress has been 
made in restoring affairs to their nor- 
mal condition. 

Dispatches from interior towns tell 
of like conditions. At Stroudsburg, 
large forees of men were working all 
day on the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western tracks, trying to get trains 
through to New York. In the moun- 
tain regions of Scranton and Wilkes-+ 
barre the greatest damage was done to 
telegraph wires, but the delay to steam 
traffic was inconsiderable. 

The gale was especially severe around 
the Delaware Capes. The schooner 
William M,. Wilson from Philadelphia 
for Norfolk, with a cargo of coal, 
sprang a leak, four miles south of Me- 
temkin life-saving station. Her sig- 
nals were promptly answered, and the 
guards took off her crew of six men. 
The schooner is anchored a mile and a 
half off shore, and is likely to sink 
during the nicht. A number of vessels 
off the capes were unable to get into 
the harbor, and it is feared that there 
have been heavy losses. The new 
steamship, Admiral Sampson, 
left Philadelphia yesterday for her of- 
ficial trial trip, is safely anchored be- 
hind the new breakwater. 


AROUND CHESAPEAKE BAY. 


New York Morning Papers Late and 
High Winds Blowing.

NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Sun’s Manila cable says 
that every steamer brings more Amer- 
icans commercially bent. Several of 
these are advance agents of capital- 
ists seeking profitable investments. The 
American investors must look sharp, or 
the best things will be grabbed by 
Englishmen or Germans. The Sun cor- 
respondent knows that one Englishman, 
who’ controls millions of pounds and 
has unlimited authority to buy sugar 
estates, was instructed to make no 
contracts until he was certain that 
Americans would hold the islands and 
then to take everything good it was 
possible to get. These men have the 
advantage of years of residence among 
the islands and a thorough knowledge 
of language and people. It behooves 
the Americans to hurry, but to do so 


with the greatest care. 


Some Americans here are now pre- 
paring plans for a great corporation to 
control large interests which will prob- 
ably be able to compete favorably with 
English capital. There is compara- 
tively no opportunity here for small 
investments. Strong companies with 
plenty of capital can make big money, 
but practically the only individual op- 
portunity will be in an administrative 
capacity. The tendency is clearly 
shown by the actions of representa- 


‘tives of a large American brewery, who 


are already buying saloons in Ma- 
nila. | 
Americans who expect to find good 
chances here by individual efforts, are 
likely to be disappointed. Hands have 
no place in competing with the Fili- 
pinos or Chinese. Heads wth capital 
can reap a rich reward. 


PORTO RICO’S POOR. 


Dr. Amadeo Thinks They Need Bet- 
ter Nourishment. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
SAN JUAN DE PORTO RICO, Nov. 
17.—[Correspondence of the Associated 
Press.] 
who has passed much of his life in 
the United States, recently made 4 
study of the foods of the poorer 
classes of his countrymen, and has 
embodie@. some of the results of his 
labor in an open letter to Maj.-Gen. 
Brooke. In the course of his letter, 

Dr. Amadeo says: | 

“Five years ago, upon my return 
from the United States, I began to 
make certain comparisons between 
the poor of Porto Rico and the poorer 
classes among Americans, I noticed 
a physical inferiority among the Porto 
Ricans. The blame for this should 
be laid at Spain’s door, for she, by 
reason of excessive duties, on the nec- 
essaries of life, always prevented the 
poor man here from obtaining proper 
nourishment. 

“The science of nourishment shows 
us that a man, in order to maintain 
his health, should consume daily 
about 124 grammes of  nitrogenized 
matter, 340 grammes of matter con- 
taining starch, and 55 g€rammes con- 
taining grease. Hence the indispen- 
sability of meat. But the laborer of 
Porto Rico lived on carbonates of hy- 
drogen alone. Meat is a luxury he 
very rarely tastes. 

“This largely explains the condition 
of the laboring classes of Porto Rico— 
the museular system wasting away 
from defective nourishment, and the 
brain inactive and dull because de- 
prived of phosphates. A majority of 
the Porto Ricans are of European ex- 
traction. They cannot support life in 
roofless huts and in the open woods, 
as can the black races of Africa. We 
should make it possible for them to 
obtain shelter and homes, at least as 
good as those of their forefathers. 
This could be done by permitting the 
entrance free from all restrictions and 
duties of the component parts of ‘sim- 
ple houses, such as boards, joists, iron 
roofing and. nails.” |

EUROPE’SCOLDSHOULDER 


DONS RUN AGAINST IT AND FALL 
BACK DISCOURAGED. 


The Spanish Peace Commissioners 
Were Bluffing Their Little Bluff 
Because They Expected the 
Other Powers te Help Them, 
Which They Didn't. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.]} 

NEW YORK, Nov. 28.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The decision of Spain to 
make complete submission to the 
American demands is the result of 
pressure upon the Spanish commission 
not so much from Madrid as from the 
principal powers of continental Europe. 
The Spanish government utilized the 
past six days, during which Sefior Mon- 
tero Rios was conducting correspond- 
ence with Judge Day regarding the 
details of the Americans’ offer to sound 
once more the Buropean chancellors 
upon the point as to whether’ she could 
rely on any aid’ toward the limitation 
of American aggression in case she 
reiected the American terms. 

“We received,” said a Spanish dele- 
gate. with much bitterness, in Paris, 
last night, “not only’ a refusal of any 
support, but a plain intimation that no 
power would interfere if we lost the 
Carolines and even the Canaries” 

The. Sagasta Cabinet was divided, 
and the Spanish commissioners were 
almost unanimous for rejecting the 
American offer until the attitude of the 
powers was made clear. Sagasta, Fri- 
day. catered to Rios’s determination 
not to accept the terms by suggesting 
that he hold out for minor concessions, 
which Rios believed the Americans 
would at least consider, rather than 
break off the negotiations, but the 
tenor of the last letter from Judge Day 
to Rios made it clear that the negotia- 
tions under the protocol were at an end 
so far as the Americans were con- 
cerned.

An American 
naval officer pointed out 
that Spain and the United States were 
not at peace yet, and the salute under 
the circumstances was remarkable. 
HAVANA’S LAWLESS ELEMENT. 

Havana is suffering from a carnival 
of crime. With the disappearance of 
the Guardia Civila and the Orden Pub- 
lico all restraint is removed and the 
city since has been practically con- 
trolled by the lawless element. Nat 
alone are crimes committed upon the 
streets by desperadees, but even those 
who should defend order are serious of- 
fenders. Duelling has been revived. 
Not a day passes without several meet- 
ing upon the field of “honor.” So far 
only one fatality has occurred. Span- 
ish officers who have had misunder- 
standings during the insurrection and 
who have been restrained from per- 
sonal combat by army discipline, are 
now making settlements.

JAPAN BRACES UP TO RUSSIA. 


CHINESE REBELS LOOTING TOWNS 
AND KILLING MISSIONARIES, 


Well-known Redding Citizen Miss- 
ing—Judge Curtis Wilson Dead. 
Steamer Sinks—Fire in the 
Baldwin Cupola. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
VICTORIA (B. C.,) Nov. 27.—[{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Steamer Glen»gle 
arrived here this morning, after a 
most tempestuous passage. Three days 
out from Yokohama, she encountered 
a typhoon. Heavy seas broke over her, 
carrying away the saloon, skylights, 
doors and windows and flooding. her. 
The saloon was filled with water, and 
in the dining-room and engine-rooms 
there was nearly two feet of water at 
one time. 

The Glenogle brought an interesting 
budget of news from the Orient. From 
Tien-Tsin comes news’ which shows 
Japan has decided to resist Russian ag- 
gression. She is preparing to drive the 
Czar’s troops from Korea, and to this 
end large detachments of troops are 
being landed in the Hermit Kingdom. 

. News is also given from Tien-Tsin 
that a number of Japanese spies have 
been captured by the Russians at Port 
Arthur and shot. Seven Japanese, all 
Officers of the Imperial Japanese army, 
were taken, and on their persons was 
found drawings of the principal forti- 
fications. But a day elapsed after the 


- @apture before they were marched out 


before the Russian firing squad and 
summarily shot. 

Rebels in Chung Hing are increasing 
in power. They are in complete pos- 
session of the Tung Liang and How 
Chow Railwey. They are daily ccm- 
mittinz atrocities of every kind. One 
of their leaders went to Lung &chui- 
chin and demanded a large sum of 
money. It was refused, and, 2000 strong, 
the rebels plundered the town, killing 
a hundred.

-The Japanese Times, speaking of the 
critical state of affairs at Peking, says: 
“The real fear in the heatt of the 
Empress is that the Manchu dynasty 
will go the way of previcus dynasties, 
so she clings to Russia as her strongest 
support.”’ 

The Japanese government has or- 
dered another new battleship, which is 
to be constructed by Messrs. Vickers 
Sons & Maxim of the naval construc- 
tion works, Barrow-in-Furness, at a 
cost of £930,000. It will exceed “any- 
thing yet built in size and in offen- 
sive and defensive qualities. It will be 
over 15,000 tons displacement. ;

When 
he left Manila the feeling of hatred be- 
tween the Snaniards and Americans 
had almost entirely disappeared and it 
was a common sight to see the soldiers 
of the two nations fraternizing. Ameri- 
can soldiers are trying to learn to speak 
Spanish, and the Spanish are endeavor- 
ing to help them, to the intense amuse- 
ment of both. Between the insurgents 
and Spanish there is no interchange of 
friendship, for they despise each other, 
and take no pains to conceal the fact.

CHARLES W. COULDOCK.,. 


His Mortal Hiness Due to Dropsy 
and of Short Duration—English 
by Birth, but American by Adop- 
tion—In His Time Ue Played 
Many Parts. : 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—Charles W. 
Couldock, the actor, died tonight at 
home in this city after a short illness 
from dropsy. Couldock was stricken 
November 3, with what was thought 
to be indigestion, but was afterwards 
diagnosed as dropsy. His condition 
became critical and since then, even 
though he has had several slight ral- 
lies, death was expected. His son, 
S. Y¥. Couldock, a traveling salesman, 
survives him. 

Charles W. Couldock was born April 
26, 1815, at Long Acre, London. He 
made his first appearance as an ac- 
tor at the age of 21, personating 
Othello at a benefit performance at 
Sadler Wells Theater, London, for 
which he purchased £10 worth of 
tickets to distribute among his friends. 
He was billed as “Mr. Fortescue, his 
first appearance,’ and was applauded 
rapturously by his clique. 
wards, desiring to adopt the stage as 
a profession, after a struggle he got 
into a stock company ‘at Farnham, 
Surrey. After four months he left 
the troupe and went with Jackman’s 
company and played leading parts. 
Subsequently he joined the Shakes- 
pearean Club which gave _ perform- 
ances at the St. James, Drury Lane 
and other London theaters. 

Couldock here essayed Iago to Her- 
bert Gregory’s Othello, Anthony to his 
Shylock, and Hotspur to his Falstaff, 
meeting with more or less success. In 
1844 he joined the Edinburgh Theater 


Company, the same year that Lester 
Wallack and William Davidge became 


members of the organization. 
played a winter and summer season 
with this company, and then joined 
Prof. Anderson’s forces at Glasgow. In 
two weeks the theater was burned. He 
played first Sir Giles Overreach. He 
remained with the Royal four years, 
and during that time acted with Mac. 
Ready. Cardenhoff, Keane, Mme. Ves- 
tris, Charlotte Cushman and others. 

On September 15, 1849, Couldock ar- 
rived in this city on the steamer 
America a member of Charlotte Cush- 
man’s company, and opened at the old 
Broadway Theater. He supported her 
throughout the season in all the promi- 
nent cities of this country, and when 
Charlotte Cushman returned to Europe 
he became leading man at the Walnut- 
street Theater, Philadelphia. Since then 
he has been prominently identified 
with the American stage, playing with 
Laura Keene, Jefferson, Sothern and 
others. Couldock was best known as 
Dunston Kirke in ‘‘Hazel Kirke,’’ which 
part he had played over one thousand 
times.

THE CUP DEFENDER. 


[New York Tribune:] A!though 
the model and construction of 
the new cup defender are~ wholly 
matters of conjecture except to those 
intimately interested, there are no in- 
dications that radical departures will 
be made from the general shape of 
craft which proved so satisfactory in 
the Defender. It is the history of the 
Herreshoft genius that it develops on 
past and»proved successes. The Glori- 
ana helped to build the Wasp, and the 
Navahoe, Vigilant and Colonia helped 
to build the Defender, so that it is not 
to be expected that any leap in the 
dark will now be taken. 

Perhaps the most interesting point is 
in regard to the construction of her 
keel, because it is in this region that 
some advances on the Defender may be 
looked for. There is no doubt that 
the keel will run down de@ply, prob- 
ably as far as the Defender’s, there 
being no girth rule in force for this 
race, and careful observers are look- 
ing for a change in regard to the thick- 
ness of the keel that is to hold the 
lead. The frames of the Defender and 
Valkyrie III ran down the whole way 
to the lead inside their so-called fins.

As seen last winter at City Island, 
this fin, if recollection serves rightly, is 
bolted on from the outside. It is ex- 
ceedingly slim in the matter of thick- 
ness through from side to side, and has 
the advantage of disturbing less water 
at a depth of ten feet. where the den.

If the Quissetta—this huge steel canoe 
with her deep, metal fin, as sharp and 
narrow as a knife—can outrun any boat 
of her class it is because she is the 
most advanced model that has ever ap- 
peared in a craft of her size. 
So that the question is, can Her- 
reshoff or Fife overcome difficulties 
which were not overcome in the De- 
fender and the Valkyrie III? In other 
words, can a strictly fin-keel boat be 
built in this ninety-foot class so that a 
shallow, canoe-like hull can carry a 
narrow metal keel on which eighty-five 
tons of lead can be safely hung at a 
depth of twenty feet? This is no new 
question. It is at least seven years 
old. But when the answer to it fs put 
into a yacht it will probably have the 
effect of selecting the resting-place of 
the America’s cup.

THE REFORM OF LX&GISLATIVE 
ABUSE. 

The Sacramento Record-Union has 
compiled a timely article, showing 
the number and compensation of of- 
ficers and employés of the two 
houses of the Legislature, under the 
old law, and under the new statute 
regulating that matter, From the 
figures given ‘it appears that the 
‘pickings’ will be comparatively slim 
at the coming session, thanks .0 
the sweeping reform that has been 
inaugurated under the new law, and 
that the saving to the State will 
amount to a large sum. 

Under the old law, the — biennial 
rush of petty place-seekers to the 
State capital, upon the assembling of 
éach Legislature, amounted to a pub- 
lic scandal. Places paying large sal- 
aries, but requiring little or no labor 
in return.) were dealt out as re- 
ward for political services in a most 
shameless manner, and thousands of 
dollars of the public money’ were 
thus wasted upon men who had uo 
claim upon the State, and whose 
services were not needed by the 


State. “Men were 


compensation of $8 per day, whose 
sole duty it was to wind a clock or 
to attend a certain door in the State 
Capitol. The new law has done 
away with a large proportion of these 
abuses, though doubtless it would be 
found upon a careful review of the 
Subject, that there is still ground 
for retrenchment in this respect. 
The new law places upon the cus- 
todian of the Capitol the entire re- 
sponsibility for the portering, clean- 
ing lighting and heating of the build- 
ing. As the Record-Union pertinently 
remarks, “the grand army of clock- 
winders, superfluous porters, pages, 
and numberless other employés who 
have been heretofore engaged by the 
Legislature, will be notable by rea- 
_ 80n of its absence in the forthcoming 
session,” while “clerks, messengers 
and pages, porters, assistant clerks 
and typewriters will not at the ap- 
proaching session be so thick in the 
halls of legislation that they will fall 
over each other in the effort to pass 
through the corridors.” | 
‘It appears from the compilation 
made by the Record-Union that 
whereas in former years members vf 
both houses had about sixty-eight $8 


a day jobs to give out . the two 


houses will now have, jointly, only 
two such jobs to dispose of—one 10 
be drawn by the secretary of the Sen- 
ate, the other by the chief clerk of 
the Assembly. Each branch of the 
Legislature will, under the present 
law, have the disposal of fourteen $6 
@ day places, “and those who conie 
late will be obliged to put up with $5, 
$4, $3, or $2.50 places, and failing 1n 
these, will be cast upon the cold 
charity of an unsympathetic world.” 
The ‘secretary of the Senate and the 
chief clerk of the Assembly may em- 
ploy temporary assistance, if au- 
to do so by a vote of four- 
fifths of their respective houses.

PRACTICAL MERCANTILE EDUCATION. 

If the merchants and manufactu- 
vers of the United States are to be 
»yenefited by the new territory which 
we have recently acquired from Spain, 
hey must not be satisfied to sit down 
ind let “nature take its course.” 
The mere fact of ownership, or con- 
‘rol, of those countries by the United 
States will not insure us any largely 
increased trade, unless we take means 
o push our goods, in competition 
with those of other countries. in 
‘his respect we may gather some use- 
‘ul lessons from European countries, 
which have been building up an im- 


by reducing foreign commerce to a 
science. 

A writer in a French review shows 
that the great strides made by Ger- 
many in foreign commerce are largely 
due to the well-managed system of 
“export unions” in that country. In 
one of these—the Saxon Export Un- 
ion—-which may serve as a model for 
the rest, the union fee is less than 
$5, for which each’ subscriber re- 
ceives the publications of the union 
and a square meter of space at the 
union’s annual exposition in Dres- 
den. Agents of the union are sent 
all over the world. They collect and 
send home samples, study goods, 
tastes, methods of transportation, sys- 
tems of payment, credits, etc. First 
of all, the territory is. investigated. 
If necessary, agents will be sent to 
reconnoiter, so to speak. For such 
purposes, nearly $100,000 was ex- 
pended between 1886 and 1895. The 
first trip was to Veneznela, Peru, 
Bolivia and Chile; the next, to east- 
ern Europe; the third covered Mex- 
ico, Canada, the West Indies and 
Cuba; the fourth, Japan; the fifth, 
Africa. 

All this is as true of other unions 

as it is cf the’ Saxon. In Berlin, a 
number of unions work hand in hand 
with the government to aid. exports. 
Even the Central Union for Commer- 
cial Geography, a semi-scientific in- 
stitution, works to aid German ex- 
ports. There are export banks and 
export journals, and, more important 
still, the colonial societies,, which 
have agents in many of the world’s 
leading cities. There is a union for 
international markets, that holds two 
meetings annually. 
The German commercial agent is ac- 
tive, wide-awake and well educated. 
If, for instance, a stranger comes to 
Hamburg to purchase goods, he finds 
not only what he wants at the com- 
mission merchants, but men who are 
able to explain everything to him in 
his own language, the agent being 
often master of five or more ,lan- 
guages. Boys, who have often not 
been outside of their native province 
in Germany, speak English, French, 
Spanish and Italian. To this, as 
much as to any other factor, is at- 
tributable the great success of Ger- 
many in foreign trade. | 

American merchants and manufac- 
turers can well afford to take a hint 
from this wide-awake commercial 
policy of a sedate and conservative 
nation. 


It will not be surprising if the in- 
surgents shall resist for a time the 
annexation of the Philippines by the 
United States. No doubt vast hordes 
of them have been led to believe that 
release from the yoke of Spain meant 
independence for them, and they will 
not readily submit to foreign au- 
thority again. The lack of intelli- 
gence among them and the difficulty 
of reaching them except through the 
leaders who are interested in the 
movement for independence, will add 
to the difficulty of the problem. It is 
not, therefore, at all certain that the

ment.

In a few. moments she again ap- 
peared on the lower deck to jook after 
the wants of the deckhands, Engineer 
Henry, his wife, Capt.:Tulan and Briz- 
zolara being in the charge of friends 
or relatives. All of them were calling 
for water, and there was much con- 
fusion. The nurse immediately gave 
orders and so directed everything that 
much of the pain and suffering was re- 
duced. The passengers find insufficient 
words of ‘praise for the brave woman’s 
actions. Mrs. C. H. Keagle of the city 
also assisted the injured persons. ~ 

About an hour after the explosion. 
occurred, the passenger steamer 
Dauntless, owned by the Union Trans- 
portation Company, coming from San 
Francisco, hove in sight. She rendered 
immediate assistance, and all the 
wounded and injured were taken 
aboard.

At 8 o’clock last night the Walker 
ran into a mud-bank near Benicia. 
Shortly after the steamer had been 
gotten off. John York and his wife, 
passengers, heard a noise which they 
supposed to be escaping steam. No at- 
tention was paid to it, however. What 
caused the explosion will probably 
never be known. The steam-drum had 
burst with terrible violence. It had 
split completely across the upper por- 
tion. and the whole sheet turned out- 
ward. 
The four walls of the engine-room 


-were demolished by the force of the ex- 


plosion. The lower deck, hurricane 
deck and Texas deck were wrecked in 
the portions directly over the engine- 
room. The. direction of the. flying 
débris was upward and outward to- 
*-ward the bow. If it had been the other 
way, the loss of life would have been 
much greater. The forward doors and 
stairway were destroyed. A great 
crowd of people met the Walker, 
which was towed in at 12:30 p.m. 

The property loss will not exceed 
$2000 

In consequence of the disabling of 
the Peters and the Walker, the Navi- 
gation Company has no boat to send 
to San Francisco tonight on _ the 
scheduled trip. At present they have 


but one boat running, the Mary Gar- 
rett. which left San Francisco at 6 
o’clock this evening for Stockton. The 
T. H. J. Corcoran, which has been laid 
up for the winter, will be put on in 
place of the Walker within a day or 
two. 

At 9:30 p.m., a@ report was received 
from the County Hospital to the effect 
that G. Foppanno was injured inter- 
nally, and his recovery is in doubt. His 
son has arrived from San Francisco 
and is now with him. Jack Holberg is 
reported to be in a precarious condi- 
tion. ‘His brother, -who was called 
from Sacramento, is with him. With 
the exception of these two men no 
further fatalities are feared,

This 
circumstance seems significant, first, 
because this property is the only real 
estate in this city upon which Mr. Ty- 
ler pays taxes, and, second, because 
his business career before coming to 
Loa Angeles appears to afford a reason 
why his homestead should be. in his 
wife’s name rather than his own. 

Mr. Tyler, who has reached the ma- 
ture age of 61, was formerly engaged in 
business in. Memphis, Tenn., as a mer- 
ber of the firm of Stone & Tyler, cotton 
factors. The firm made a general as- 
signment in January, 1891, and it is said 
that the failure cost Mr. Tyler all that 
he had. Indeed it is reported that some 
ef the firm’s indebtedness is: still un- 
paid. Mrs. Tyler is. understood to 
have inherited somé money ahd this 
presumably afforded the means forthe 
investment in the present home ’in the 
Third Ward. 

These circumstances would be quite 
immaterial at the time if Mr. Tyler 
were not seeking to gain support upon 
the ground that he is a taxpayer. Re- 
cipients af his circular letter will ob- 
serve that he does not assert in it that 
he is a property-owner. In view of the 
facts stated the distinction is quite a 
material one.

To this in- 
quiry the apostle Peter, speaking as the 
*Holy Spirit gave him utterance, re- 
plied: “Repent ye, and be baptized 
-every one of you in the name of Jesus

Spirit. They then that received 
his word were baptized; and there were 
added in that day about three thousand 
souls."” Here then was applied the first 
key which opened the door of salva- 
tion from past sins. But this is not 
enouch. It is one thing to be saved 
mow; the great question remains: Shall 
I be saved eternally? Well, that de- 
pends. And it became necessary there- 
fore for the apostle to tell Christians 
what they must do to be saved; and 
this he does in the scripture under con- 
Bideration. This was the application 
of the second key intrusted to him by 
the Lord, and which he used under the 
immediate direction of the Holy Spirit. 
To the new-born soul the race is yet to 
be run- before the goal is reached. A 
life of conflict, doubt, fear, lies before 
him; and happy the soul who shall 
remain steadfast till the end. To him 
alone is the promise of the eternal 
reward. As the apostle had infallibly 
instructed sinners what they must do 
in order to be saved now, 60 he in- 
efallibly instructs Christians what they 
must do in order to be saved eternally. 
He leads them alone” an ascending 
scale from their conversion to their 
triumphant entry into the everlasting 
kingdom. And of this latter consum- 
mation there can be no doubt, pro- 
wided only that loyalty to Christ shall 
characterize their lives all the way 
throuch. The duties and obligations 
of the Christian life pointed out, the 
emphatic declaration is, “if ye do these 
things, ye shall never fall.”

Indifference of Men. 
BV. 
yesterday morning in St. 
Episcopal Church on “The Indif- 

ference of Men to the Church,” from 

St. Mathew xviii, 17.. He analyzed 

the attitude of the men of this gen- 

eration to the church at large, an4 
stated that indifference to its aims 
and claims was a marked manifesta- 
tion of the temper of today. There 
were two main reasons for this atti- 
tude: First, because in the opinion 
of many there is an element of vague- 
ness and uncertainty about the church 
which is not to the liking of men 
trained in exact ways of thinking. 
“They measure the church,” he said, 
“by human standards, and not by her 
divine character. This is not a new 
thing, for our Blessed Savior Himself 
was misunderstood and_ considered 
vague by the learned classes of He- 
brews in His day. So the church, like 
her Lord, deals with divine mysteries 
which tower above the mere faculty 
of human logic and human definite- 
ness of expression. The church of 
God must, from the very -nature of 
the case. deal in mystries, rites, sym- 
bols and sacraments which cannot be 
reduced by wus to the plane of a law- 
yer’s brief, or a physician’s diagnosis, 
or a school-master’s formula. Theol- 
ogy transcends all human science; it 
is the science of God. The men of 
today are too often educated away 
from the recognition of a realm which 
is frequently hidden from the wise 
and prudent, and is revealed unto 
babes. The church deals with things 
which like the peace of God which 
she preaches, pass all man’s under- 
standing. We may scale the rocky 
ribs of Sinar, or turn our telescopes 
on the starry universe, but we shall 
see and know no more of Godd than 
the little child who with clasped 
hands and reverent faith, utters its 

‘Our Father.’ ' 

“Another cause contributing to this 

attitude of indifference to the church 

among the men of today is the low 
ideal which the church presents to tne 
thinking and observing man of the 
world. Not that the church’s idecic 
are low, they are perfect. But the 
church suffers because these perfect 
ideals are often laid aside and lower 
ones substituted. . The church is of- 
ten presented to men as a mere hu- 
-Man- organization, instead of _ 


- 


Sacraments are spoken of as mere 
symbols, and are robbed of their spir- 
itual efficacy. The ministry is ~obhed 
of its high distincc!icn as ‘stewards of 
the mysteries of God,’ and accorded 
the uncertain position of paid hire- 
lings. paid so long as they preach ac- 
ceptably. In the pupit, sacred to the 
word of God, buffoonery josties wp 
against the Gospel message. As we 
study these various phases and man- 
ifestations of lowered ideals we find 
a powerful reason for the alienation 
of men from the church. 

“This Anglo-Catholic Church of ours 
has striven in the teeth of much op- 
position, and sometimes obloquy to 
hold up these highest ideals of the 
church. She has retained her Catho- 
lic inheritance while accepting the 


progressive spirit of the best Protest- 
antism.”

THE OIL FIELDS. 


THE DEMAND FOR OIL CONTINUES 
UNUSUALLY LARGE. 


Prices Firm at Ninety Cents to One 
Dollar—Sales Made in the Field 
at the Latter Figure—Some New 
Wells—The Coalinga Situation. 


There has been an unusual demand 
for oil during the past week. In the 
field buyers were almost as numerous 
as producers. Many of the large local 
consumers have abandoned all hope of 
there being any break in prices, and 
as what reserves of oil they had on 
hand -are about exhausted they find 
themselves compelled to buy at ruling 
market prices. The Oil Producers’ 
Trustees report that the demand for oil 
at the present time is greater than it 
has been for months, and as far as can 
be learned, consumers are not pulling 
as long faces over the matter as might 
have been expected. Nevertheless, they 
keep constantly reverting to the fact 
that less than five months ago they 
were buying oil for 35 cents a barrel 
less than what they have to pay for 
it now. 

Prices at 90 cents to $1 a barrel are 
unchanged and firm. It is not likely 
that there will be any falling-off from 
those figures before the beginning of 
the year—if even then. Rains may, in 


selves a factor in future prices. Good 
rains would encourage the planting of 
a large sugar-beet acreage, which, in 
turn, would mean a large consumption 
of oil at the sugar factories; and as 
the sugar men usually make their con- 
tracts for oil in January of each year, it 
is just possible they may bring such 
influence to bear as to bring about a 
break in prices. If, on the other hand, 
the oil men stand together the pros- 
pect of a large sugar-beet acreage, with 
its consequent increased demand for 
oil. should help to stiffen their back- 
bones and not to weaken them, 

It is stated on good authority that 
some sales of oil were made in the 
fisid last week at $1 a barrel. The 
sales are said to have been made by 
Davis & Harrison, who in the early 
part of the present month, made sales 
as hizh as 90 cents a barrel. 

Robert Williams and Dr. Book of the 
Rex Oil Company are boring a well on 
a lot belonging to A. Vinnett, on West 
First street, opposite Belmont Hall, 
which they have leased as_ royalty. 
‘| They are down 980 feet and are in forty 

feet of oil sand, with a good flow of 
oil. They intend to go down sixty feet 
more. The oil is heavy, and the in- 
dications are that the well will prove 
a stayer, and after its first burst is 
will settle down to a forty-barrel 
well. 

The Rex Oil Company has leased two 
lots from Peter Haack on Douglas 
street, near Court street. They are 
going to begin sinking’ at once. The 
leases were signed last week, one on 
royalty, the other for $20 a month. ~* 
Work in the several portions of the 
local field is being steadily pushed 
ahead, but na new rigs were started 
out during the week. |

Advices from there are that the Colurn- 
bia, Rex and Loftus companies received 
hast week shipments of materials with 
which to begin drilling. The Santa Fé 
is dawn 600 feet in its new well—No. 11. 
The other ten wells are giving a good 
average. 

At Summerland, Santa Barbara 
county, the activity fn seeking leases 
and putting down new wells continues 
unabated. The Coast Oil Company is 
sinking the fifth well on its staging, 
and the Sea Cliff company has awarded 
a thirteen-well contract, which will 
doubtless double tk@)autput of this 
company. The T. D. Wood plant is 
operating six wells, and intends to lay 
a pipe-line to the siding at Ortega Hill. 
Operations have started at the Tread- 
well wharf, with a 95% casing. Nothing 
larger than 5% and 4% casing has been 
previously used on the wharf, and a 
deep well is the hoped-for result. The 
drillers at the Moore section were down 
po feet last Thursday and still descend- 
ng. 

A special dispatch to the Oil City 
Derrick says United States Consul 
Chambers, at Batoum, Russia, reports 
a new flowing well in the Baku district 
“of 50,000 barrels a day, bringing the 
production af that field up to 200,000 
barrels a day.”” On that interesting 
event the Derrick says: ‘‘For several 
months past the Russian oil produc- 
tion, like that of the United States, 
showed a steady decline, but with the 
new well it takes a sudden jump to 
200,000 barrels a day. Last spring the 
bulk of the production came from three 
wells of this character, the largest of 
which produced 60,000 barrels a day for 
some time. A drop in the price of 
American refined oil of ten poi a 
gallon thas been followed by a cut of 
2 cents per barrel in the price of credit 
balances. WBor several months our ex- 
ports of refined oil have been falling off 
on account of the advance in prices. 
When the American product gets toa 
high the dverage European consumer 
falls back upon the inferior refined oil 
of Russia for his light. The Russian 
situation was generally regarded as 
very bullish until this late strike was 
made The Russian refiner, however, 
is more interested in getting fuel oil 
than illuminating oil out of the crude 
product, and the illuminating oil With 
him is considered as a sort of side is- 
sue, Any price he can get for it above 
the cost of the barrels and the cost 
of getting it to market is locked upon 
as so much gain.” | 
There has been for some time past 
competition between American and 
Russian petroleum. throughout all east- 
ern countries. This has, of late, been 
intensified through the _ injection of 
Java and Sumatra oils into the trade. 
Japan has en- 
rolled itself on the list of petroleum 
producers. In that country the demand 
for the home product is steadily and 
largely increasing, and is likely to fur- 
ther interfere with the sale of both 
American and Russian oils. A Ger- 
man paper, speaking of Japan’s oil 
fields, says they reach from Hokkaido 
to Akito in the north, and throughout 
the entire length of the provinces «af 
Echigo and Shinana as far as the 
province of Tolomi. Sixty drills have 
already been set up and twenty-eight 
more will soon be ready for cperation. 
The method of drilling has been largely 
improved; while formerly drillers did 
not venture beyond a depth of 200 feet, 
they risk at present 800 and more; the 
methrds of refining have also been im- 
proved essentially. The largest mar- 
kets for the Echigo petroleum are Hok- 
kaido, Shinana and the northern prov- 
inces of Yezo. A syndicate similar to 
that of the Standard Oil and the Rus- 
sian trust is in process of forming for 
the purpose of improving the industrial 
pursuits, and it is also expected that, 
when formed, efforts, will be made to 
ain the eastern market for the export 
of the Japanese petroleum.

BULLET PUT THROUGH FRANCISCO 
GARCIA BY PABLO CORRALES. 


Result of a Shooting and Clubbing 
Carousal at Baldwin’s Ranch. 
Two Men Arraigned Before Jus- 
tice Merriam, Sunday—H. H. Mat- 
thay Assaulted by His Hostler. 


PASADENA, Nov. 27.—[Regular Corre- 
pondence.] Two tough-looking Mexicans 
were taken to jail tonight by Constable 
Wallis as a result of a merry hurroo at 
Lucky Baldwin’s ranch last evening, in 
which bullets and clubs were mixed up with 
heads and legs in a bloody and alarming 
fashion. The arrested parties were Pablo 
Corrales and Acario’ Coronado, the former 
charged with an assault with a deadly 
weapon with intent to commit murder, the 
latter accused of simple battery. Constable 
Newall of Lamanda Park brought them down 
this forenoon, and on “his complaint they 
were arraigned before Justice Merriam, who 
fixed the bail for Corrales at $1000, and for 
Coronadd at $200. Both were committed 
for lack of sureties. 

It appeared that a number of Mexicans 
employed on the ranch and in the vicinity 
had secured a lavish supply of liquors and 
were banquetting with song and dance in a 
house near Santa Anita station. As the 
night wore on the carousal grew tempestu- 
ous. They fell to fighting among them- 
selves, just for the ,wiolet slither of it, as 
Stephen Crane might say, and the color 
s=hanged to carmine when Pablo Corrales let 


One shot struck Francisco Garcia in the 
eshy part of his leg, just below the bocy 
and went completely through his thigh, 
ag a painful but not necessarily serious. 

Meanwhile Coronado was contributing to 
the gayeties with his club. It is said that 
he had obtained a policeman’s billy from 
some source or other, and was brandishing 
it around, strapped to his wrist, hitting a 
head wherever his dazed vision could make 
one out. He is accused of cutting three 
ashes in the head of Mrs. Garcia, and of 
ruising two other women. According to

the representations to the court,’ he painted

Corrales admitted that he shot Garcia, 
but claimed that he did it in self-defense.

‘bediveled fighters, and he went in with his 
n to pull him out of the room, whereupon 
arcia attacked him savagely, and he had 
to shoot. Constable Newell is looking up the 
evidence in the case, and the respondents 
will have a hearing before Justice Merriam 
early in the week. It is reported to the 
constables that Corrales has a record for 
such offenses.

INCREASED DEPTH OF WATER 
OVER THE HARBOR BAR, 


Survey Steamer Gedney Discovers 
Great Improvement from the 
Jetty — Flume Company’s Plans. 
A Jeweler’s ‘Luck in Dawson. 
Coronado Notes. 


SAN DIEGO, Nov. 27. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The depth of water on the bar 
of San: Diego Harbor is said to Lave In- 
creased materially since the partial construc- 
tion of the jetty. The officers of the survey | 


steamer Gedney are reported as saying that | 


they were greatly surprised and gratified to 
see the increase, even though the jetty is 
only four-sevenths completed. At Ballast 
Point the increase is still greater, being as 
much as six feet. : 
When the jetty was begun it was esti- 
mated bythe government engineers that 


slow, and only a few inches at most until 
the completion of the jetty, when the total 
increase of depth might amount to from two 
to four feet. It has leaked out that the in- 
crease is already about two feet, though the 
exact figures cannot be obtained. 

The total length of the jetty will be 7200 
feet, It is now out 4400 feet, with the break- 
water proper not quite that far. The purpose 
is to confine the tides to a straight channel 
in and out of the harbor, thus securing the 
full force of the flow in scouring out the 
channel, and keeping the bar scoured. The 
ultimate effect will also be to send the bar 
further out, but this will be the action of 
years, and not months. 

With the increase of water over the bar 
at low tide, San Diego Harbor is rendered 
immensely more valuable for shipping, as 
this permits the entrance of large vessels at 
lowest tide. The government charts give the 
depth here at twenty-two and one-half feet 
at mean lower low water, and the depth at 
New York Harbor at twenty-three and one- 
half feet at mean lower low water. If the 
jetty causes an increase here of two f «t, 
the harbor will have the advantage of New 
York Harbor, where no complaint is heard 
when the largest steamships afloat cre 
compelled to wait high tide before attempt- 
ing to enter.

This rhase of the 
case will come before Judge Street in the 
District Court tomorrow.
